NEW JAIL 


AT AKRON TO 
PRESENT 
MANY 


NOVEL FEATURES. 


Cells Open to Sky—No Outside Win- 


dows— Leading Features of the 


New Structure. 


Work has been commenced on the 


construction of a new jail for Summit 
county, which promises to create 
something of a revolution in jail arch 
iteeture. Its many novel features are 
being commented ,on favorably. The 
architect is Frank O. Weary. 


The chief innovation is the 
con 


struction of a central court of trian- 
guar shape, open up to the sky with- 
out a roof or glass top. Upon either 
side of the coui t are arranged a series 
of cell blocks four stories in height 
each cell having a direct window op- 
ening to tbe external air, but perfect- 
ly inaccessible to outside influence or 
possibility of rescue, as would be the 
case were the cell windows located 
upon the outer walls. Should a prison- 
er by any chance escape, he would 
still find himself in the very heart of 
the strongest part of the jail. The 
windows are arranged in a series of 
receding bays -and set "staggering" 
in such a manner with relation to each 
other as to render it impossible for 
any prisoner looking out of his win- 
dow to either see or recognize or be 
seen or recognized by any other pris- 
oners in any cell upon the opposite 
side or upon his own side of the court 


Any unfortunate young man or first 


offender will thus also be spared the 
familiar fellowship 
of a hardened 


criminal. These exterior-interior win- 
dows admit direct light to each cell, 
hut the sashes are inaccessible to the 
prisoners, as they are 
manipulated 


and locked from the court side only. 
Each cell can be approached and in- 
spected by the jailer and a speaking 
tube or electrical transmitter will be 
located just outside each window, con- 
nected with a megaphone receiver in 
the office thus reporting any commun- 
ication which may be made between 
prisoners through the cell window. 


A padded insane cell is at the re- 


mate end of the triangle with a full 
glass front 
The building is Roman 


esque in design and is to be built of 
rock faced stone laid in alternating 
wide and narrow courses. It will be 
ready for occupancy in the summer.

for United States Senator in the 


Legislature. 


Columbus. O.-, 3an. 14.—Senator 


Foraker arrived in this city this morn- 
ing from Washington and will remain 
here until Wednesday night Both 
branches of the general assembly bal- 
loted separately today for bis suc- 
cessor, the senator receiving the full 
Republican vote and the Democrats 
supporting Hon. Charles W. Baker of 
Cincinnati.
